Chamber  of 

Commerce 

to  Present  Proposal 

Chamber  of  Commerce  will  | 
persent  a  proposal  to  School 
Board  Superintendent  Donald 
S.  Lacey  to  establish  a  progres¬ 
sive  pay  scale  for  students  in  a 
work-study  program,  rather 
than  require  employers  to  pay  a 
minimum  $1.25  an  hour. 

The  high  school  has  a  new, 
program  this  year  under  in¬ 
struction  Rudy  Wagner  whereby 
seniors  go  to  school  in  the] 
morning  and  work  in  the  after- J 
noon  at  local  businesses. 

Cite  Mounting  Costs 
During  the  discussion,  it  was 
pointed  out  by  Chamber  mem¬ 
bers  that  if  the  employer 
sincerely  wanted  to  teach  a 
youth,  say  auto  mechanics  or 
auto  body  work,  it  takes  time 
from  their  job,  and  plus  the 

payment  of  $1.25  an  hour,  the 
costs  can  mount. 

Charles  Bailey,  president  of 
the  Chamber,  and  Frank  Main- 
enti,  businessmen  who  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  school  program, 
favored  the  progressive  scale. 
Louis  Steccato,  a  baker,  who 
also  participated  in  the 
program,  said  he  has  found 
students  not  too  eager  to  do 
work  connected  with  his  busi¬ 
ness. 

Bailey  thought  the  work-study 
study  program  was  a  “terrific 
thing”  for  the  terminal  student 
who  doesn’t  plan  to  enter  col¬ 
lege.  The  employer  serves  as  a 
trade  school;  and  in  this  respect, 
Bailey  said  trade  school  students 
do  private  work,  but  are  not 
paid  at  all. 

Several  other  Chamber  mem¬ 
bers  like  Jerry  Koransky  said 
they  could  see  *t|ie  minimun 
wage  problem  but  were  con-1 
cerned  that  having  no  minimum 
,  could  mean  some  employers 
would  take  advantage  of  the 
students.  Charles  Raia  agreed. 

He  said  there  mu§t  be  a 
minimum,  or  there  would  be 
‘scalpers.” 

In  another  matter,  Raia  urged 
that  the  borough  take  a  hard 
look  at  vacant  land  and  rezone 
it  for  the  best  possible  use.  He 
referred  to  a  farm  near  the 
Ganther  Avenue  School  which 
is  zoned  for  two  family  homes 
and  Raia  thought  it  could  be 
put  to  better  Use,  but  wouldn’t 
commit  himself  as  to  what  zone 
he  preferred.

Lt.  Col.  Wilbur  C,  Sickinger  Air 
Force  Reserve,  of  Pompton  Lakes  — 
spoke  briefly  at  the  Veterans  Day  Mem¬ 
orial  services  in  East  Paterson.

They  do  not  realize  that  their  efforts  in 
this  time  can  be  of  great  value  as  civilian 
members  of  the  defense  team, by  finishing 
their  education,  doing  a  productive  job 
in  their  own  field  of  endeavor  to  keep 
our  economy  strong  and  back  up  our 
soldiers.  They  can  make  things  easier 
for  our  servicemen  right  here  at  home. 

The  attempt  to  cover  up  their  in¬ 
ability  to  serve  with  homor  in  the  armed 
Forces  has  blinded  them  to  their  own 
potential.  I  pray  and  trust  that  these 
few  unfortunates  will  soon  come  to 
their  senses  and  realize  the  benefits 
they  can  give  through  use  of  their 
talents  in  the  proper  way.”

I  am  often  asked  what  the  attitude 
of  the  Jews  is  toward  the  coming  of 
the  Messiah,  especially  since  it  plays 
such  an  important  roke  in  the  entire 
area  of  Christianity  -  Dr.  Abraham 
Neuman,  Pres,  of  Dropsie  College  in 
Phila.  makes  the  following  assertion: 

“That  the  Messiah  was  to  be  without 
claim  to  deification  was  never  question¬ 
ed  at  any  stage  in  the  complicated  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  Jewish  messianic  idea. 
The  nature  of  the  Messiah  was  differ¬ 
ently  conceived  at  different  stages.” 

Maimonides,  the  great  sage  of  the 
middle  ages,  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Messiah  must  be  regared  as  a  mortal 
being,  his  majesty  and  wisdom  notwith¬ 
standing.  For  according  to  our  tra¬ 
dition,  the  messianic  era  is  the  climax 
to  man’s  assent  to  moral  perfection. 
At  the  heart  of  Judaism  is  the  vision 
of  God’s  kingdom  on  earth.  Man  must 
perfect  his  own  nature  to  prepare  the 
way  for  the  messiah.  Jewish  scholars 
have  pointed  out  that  the  Hebrew  Scri¬ 
ptures  do  not  play  the  same  role  for 
Judaism  as  they  do  for  Christianity. 
While  Judaism  accords  primacy  to  the 
Torah  over  the  Prophets,  Christianity 
stresses  the  Prophets  while  practic¬ 
ally  discarding  the  Torah.  As  a  re¬ 
sult,  the  Prophets  are  read  and  under- , 
stood  differently  in  both  traditions.  In 
Judaism,  they  serve  as  a  commentary 
of  the  Torah;  the  Christians,  on  the 
other  hand,  regard  the  Prophets  as 
the  most  significant  element  of  the 
Scriptures. 

Messianic  expectation  is  indeed  a 
Jewish  phenomenon.  Other  nations  lived 
in  the  past.  The  Jews  evolved  a  theory 
of  history  to  look  to  the  future.  Our 
literature  constantly  dwells  on  the  debt 
we  owe  to  Moses  as  the  first  deliverer. 
In  the  Talmud,  the  rabbis  name  Moses, 
the  first  redeemer,  in  contrast  to  the 
Messiah  who  will  be  the  last  redeemer. 
It  is  worth  noting  that  the  word  “Mess¬ 
iah”  to  designate  the  expected  redeemer 
does  not  occur  either  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures  or  in  the  Apocrypha. 

It  was  Prof.  Solomon  Schechter  who 
summed  up  our  attitude:“The  mission- 
of  Elijah  will  be  to  bring  peace  into 
the  world,  while  the  Messiah  will  lead 
the  whole  world  in  repentance  to  GOD.”

Thanksgiving  Day  .  .  . 

Thanksgiving  Day  was  my  father’s  faVorite  holiday.  My 
brother’s  family,  my  sister’s  family  and  my  family  -  with 
our  children  as  they  arrived  on  the  scene  -  gathered  at  his 
home  for  the  day.  Mother  had  been  preparing  most  of  the 
week  with  favorites  for  the  youngsters  and  grown-ups.  Each 
of  the  children  greeted  their  grandparents  and  recounted 
their  latest  doings  and  each  one  received  a  kiss  and  a  pat 
on  the  head.

When  the  weather  was  bad  -  and  I  can  recall 
a  few  stormy  Thanksgivings  -  we  left  earlier.  Hasty  arrange¬ 
ments  would  be  made  as  to  who  would  be  riding  with  whom  - 
we  did  not  all  have  cars  particularly  during  the  early  years  - 
and  who  would  go  by  cab.  Goodbyes  would  be  exchanged  and 
off  to  our  respective  homes.  This  was  a  tradition  observed 
every  Thanksgiving  as  long  as  our  parents  were  with  us.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  most  of  us  visited  with  our  parents  almost 
every  Sunday  even  if  it  was  only  for  an  hour.  It  was  a  mutual 
sign  of  respect  with  no  feeling  of  obligation.  As  we  travel 
life’s  road  our  own  children  grow  up  and  have  children  and 
when  they  visit  us  our  house  is  full  of  joy.  Then  they  go  home 
and  the  world  goes  back  to  its  customary  routine  and  antic¬ 
ipation  for  the  next  visit.  In  the  meantime,  particularly  during 
the  stormy  months,  we  keep  in  touch  by  telephone.  The  sound 
of  a  loved  one’s  voice  is  a  tonic  that’s  good  for  the  soul.
